New York, July 22, 1873. 
Kditors Constitution: Your correspondent 
passed a day last week at Long Branch. 
Since his return, it bas occurred to bim that 
anne of your readers might be interested in 
some account of this famous summer resort. 
It in situated on the New Jersey coast about 
thirty miles southwest from here, on a long, 
narrow strip of land, the western shore of 
which is washed by the Shrewacury river and 
the eastern by the Atlantic. There are ex- 
cursion boats plying daily between the city 
and Sandy Hook, at which a railway connec” 
tion is formed completing the route to the 
Branch. The trip occupies two hours, and 
costs just two dollars. The writer went 
down on the Plymouth Rock, a most luxuri 
ous steamer, fitted up under the personal 
supervision of the late James Fisk, Jr., Ad- 
miral & Co. Except the hotels, which are 
large, wooden buildings, painted white 
and devoid of special architectural 
merit, there is nothing to engage the travel- 
er’s attention. The site is a perfect plain 
and has neither shrub nor tree, There is some 
relief, however from the otherwise universal 
barrenness in an occasional grass plat. The 
hotela are arrange in a line upon the bluff 
raliel with the beach ; the “Ocean,” which 
+ by far the most extensive, occupying a 
central position. Between the buildings and 
the beach runs Ocean avenue—a magnificent 
boulevard making part of the grand drive.

Sixth—We demand a system of Federal 
taxation which shall not necessarily interfere 
with the industry of the people, and which 
shall provide means necessary to pay the ex- 
penses of the government, economically ad- 
ministered, ons, the interest on the pub- 
lic debt, and a moderate reduction, annually, 
of the principal thereof, and recognizing that 
there are in our midst honest but irreconcila- 
ble differences of opinion with regard to the 
respective systems of protection and free 
trade, we remit discussion of the subject to 
the people in their Congressional districts, 
and to the decision Congress thereon, 
wholly free of Executive ,influence or dicta- 
tion. 

Seventh—The public credit, must be sa- 
crediy maintained, and we denounce repudia- 
tion in every form and guise. 

Kighth—A speedy return to spcie payments 
is demanded alike by the highest considera- 
tions of domanieciel morality: and honest 
government. 

Ninth—We remember with gratitude the 
heroism and sacrifice of the soldiers and sail- 
ors of the republic, and no act of ours shall 
ever detract from their justly earned fame or 
the full reward of their patriotism. 
Tenth-We are « to all further grants 
of lands to railroads or other corporations. 
The public domain should be held sacred to 
actuai settlers. 

Eleventh—We hold that it is the duty of 
the government, in its intercourse with for- 
eign nations, to cultivate the friendship of 
peace by treating with all on fair and equal 
terms, regarding it alike dishonorable either 
to demand what is not right or to submit to 
what is wrong. 

Twelfth—For the promotion and success 
of these vital principles, and the support of 
the candidates nominated by this conven- 
tion, we invite and cordially welcome the co- 
operation of all patriotic citizens, without 
regard to previous political affiliation.
